It is easy to-sueer 
at hia fame, to make light of bis public 
services, as perhaps u. few pitiful souls 
do to-day, breaking in upon tlio univer- 
sal sorrow and sympathy with their dis- 
cordant notos of selfishness and spito, 
but leaving this class to tncir own mis- 
erable selves, I hesitate not to affirm that 
wo owo under Gnd to Grant, seconded as 
ho was by able gonorals, a bravo soldiery 
and patriotic people, the Ucion as it 
now is. Iho conviction is irresistible 
that God raised him up for this special 
purpose, even as of old David was on- 
nointed for tho kiugship of Israel. 


His greatness waa apparent i j bin un- 


selushuees, bis freedom from tho petty 
piques and jealousies so prevalent among 
odcors of rank, lio knew how to bear 
up under adversity. 


(Tho 
speaker hero related astriking ir- 


stanco of Grant's patituco and self control 
when relieved from command after tbo but 
tie of Shiloh, and temporarily supercedod 
by General Bullock.) 


lirdvo on the ilcld ot battle ho was 


magnanimous iu tho hour ot victory. 
(Tho speaker cited as un illustration, tbo 
testimony of General Leo in a reported 
interview that iCov. Gco. iW. Pepper, of 
Ohio, hold with him, in which .Gen, Leo 
spoko_ with deepest feeling of Geir 
Grant's humano and generous terms of 
capitulation at Appomatox court {bouse.) 


Though rigid and unyielding in all 


that related to the discipline ot tho ar 
myi he possessed a • kindly and sympa- 
thetic nature that Gbono out o_onspicn- 
onsly amid tho sternness of military life. 
Ho npver dropped tho man in tho eol- 
dier (A touching incident was bore re- 
lated, giving tho experience ot Dr. John 
W. MoLsish, formerly of tho 2Gth Iowa 
Ki?fTimont, 15th. army corps.) 


Gon. Grant was great in bis simplicity. 


Plain in garb, unassuming in manners, 
tho farthess possible removed from any- 
thing like pomposity, affectation or dem- 
onstration ot any kind, ho often .used to 
go about tho army in tho bluo blonso of 
the private with nothing but the stars ot 
tho general to distinguish his rank. And 
the very eame simplicity ^and nnostonta- 
tion, though {modified to suit circum- 
stances, marked him all his days when 
at the very height of his fame and popu- 
larity. 


To tho groat credit ot Grant, be was 


npt profane. This, if said ot a civilian in 
high life, might soom equivocal praise, 
but in tho case of an ofticor in the army 
whoro tho very air is charged with pro- 
fanity, it has its significance. Those who 
know him intimately, say that whatever 
the provocation, his language was always 
reverent and chr-etc. His domestic life 
will bear tho closest scrutiny. No stain 
rests upon hin private character. 


Yet w» would not paint him as a per- 


fect character. Ho bad hia conspicuous 
weaknesses, Ha is not tha model to hold 
ap for the imitation ot young men, in all 
respects. Tnero aro strong points enough 
m his character to follow without copy- 
ing any of bia weak ones. As a publicist 
and statesman, bis record is open to crit- 
icism, though bia errors were more of 
tho head than the heart, ond in estimat- 
ing his presidential career wo aro to re- 
member ho assumed tho rtfins of govern- 
ment at a most trying and critical period 
of our history. Few in bis position would 
havo done better. Most would havoduiu1 
worse. 


His attitude towards Christianity was 


reverent and respectful. In bis last days 
ho prized tbo couaolutionH ot tho gospe! 
ot Christ. When nssnrod that tho elirin- 
tiaa people of tho land were praying Tor 
bim ho said, "I am very thankful that 
tbo good people, both Protestant aud i 
Catholic, aro praying Cor r.ie, aud I muHt j 
pruy for myself." 


Amid all the state and • parade of. tho 


funeral obsequies and tbo eloquent onlo- 
Riunis that havo fallen from thousands of 
lipfl, let us net forgot tbe plain, simple, 
old.fashiored lessons taught by bis hfo. 
From him, may we all leurn to bo modest 
in demsauonr, puroiu opoechuoil in liti.', 
persistent in ell'ort, loyal tn duty, patient 
iu adversity, true to ourselves, our fellow 
men and our God. 


How it is to others I know not, but to 


mo deepest and must significant lesson 
is taught by tho cloud that tivsrahudowed 
our heio in the lattor part o£ bin days. I 
road iu this the old, old fitory that eomi'H 
down as a solemn refrain through tho 
agOM, that telis of the feeb'ouena and 
frailty of man, that "Verily every^mau at 
his best etato ia altogether vanity."

Providoaco that embittered bis old agi-, 
that tho Almighty would not make an 
exception ovon it so great a man us Gen- 
eral Grunt, that uftor all ho was mortal 
and that ho too must tasto the bitter with 
tbo sweet.
